The following Acts of the Dominion Legislature received the angent of the 
Governor General on the 31st December , 1947 , and are hereby promulgated for 
general information : 

Aor No. XLVIII OF 1947 
An Act to constitute an Indian Nursing Council 


WABBBAS it is expedient to constitu to an Indian Nursing Coupoil in order to es 
tablish a uniform standard of training for nurses, midwives and health visitors 

It is hereby enacted as follows : 

1. Short title, extant and commencement. - ( 1 ) This Aot may be called the 
Indian Nursing Counoil Act, 1947. 

(2 ) It extends to all the Provinoes of India . 
(3 ) It shall come into force at once . 

2 . Interpretation . In this Act, unless there is anything repugnant in the 
subjeot or context, 

(a ) “ the Council ” means the Indian Council of Nursing constituted 
under this Act; 

(6) “ preporibed ” means prescribed by regulations made under section 
18 ; 

(c ) “ Provincial Council ” means & Council (by whatever name called 
constituted under the law of a Provinco to regulate tho registration of nurses , 
midwivce or health visitors in the Province ; 

(d ) “ Provincial register " mcans a register of nurses , midwives or health 
visitors maintained undor the law of a Province , 

8 . Constitution and cosy position of the Council.- ( 1) The Central Government 
shall as soon as may be constitute a Council consisting of the following 
members, namely : 

(a ) one nurse enrolled in a Provincial register eleoted by cach Provincial 
Counoll ; 

( 1-107 ) 
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(6 ) one member elected front among themelven by the heads of insti 
tutions in which training is given in nursing ndmin : tration to nurges enrolled 
in a Provincial register ; 

(c) one member olected from among themselves by the beads of institu 
tions in which bulth visitors are trained ; 

(d ) ono member vlccted by the Medical Council of India 

(e ) ono mcmler clcctid hy the Centrul Council of the Indian Medioal 
Association ; 

(f) one member eleated by the Council of the Traine Nurgers Association 
of India ; 

(9 ) one midwife enrolled in a Provincial register , elected by each Provin 
cial Council in rotatiun in the following order , namely : 

(i) Bombay, West Bengal, and East Punjab 
( ix ) Madras, the United Provinces , and Oriana 

(iii ) the Central Provinces and Berar, Bihar and Assam ; 
(1 ) the Director General of Health Services, et odisio ; 

(i) the Chief Principal Matran , Medical Directorate, General Headquarters, 
ex officio ; 

( ) the Chief Nursing Superintendent, office of the Director General of 
Health Services, ex officio ; 

(k ) the Director of Maternity and Child Welfare, Indian Red Cross Society 
ex officio ; 

(1) the Chief Administrative Medical Officer of cach Governor s Province 
or if the Provincial Government in any case go directs , the Superintendent of 
Nursijų (by whatever name called ) in the office of the Chief Adininistrative 
Medical Officer of the Province , ex officio ; 

(m ) four Provincial Directors of Publio Health , ex officio , in rotation in 
the following order, namely > 

( ) Madres, the Unitod Provi :008 , the Central Provinces a: id Borar, 
and Bihar, 

( it) Bombay, West Bengal, East Punjab , and Assam ; 
(n ) four members nominated by the Central Government, of whom et 
least two shall be nurses , midwives or health visitors enrolled in a Provincial 
register and one shall be an experienced educationalist ; 

(o ) two members electod by the Central Logislature . 
(2 ) The President of the Council shall be elected by the members of the Council 
from among themselves : 

Provided that for five years from the first constitution of the Council the Prosi . 
dent shall be a person nominated from amongst the members of the Council by the 
Central Government, who shall hold office during the probado of the Central 
Gordrnment . 

( 9 ) No aot done by the Council shall be questioned on the ground merely out 
the existence of Bay Vacancy in , or any defect in the constitution of, tho 
Cound ! 


4 . Incorporation of the Council — The Council constituted under beotion : 
had be a body corporate by the name of the Indian Nursing Council , having per . 
petual succession and a common seal, with power to acquire property both movabla 
aud immovable , and shall by the said name bue and be sued . 
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E . Mode of e6tions.- (1 ) Elections ander sub -section (1 ) of section 3 }) y Pro 
vincial Councils shall be convuotis in a cordumu with ulos inade iu this behalf by 
the respective Provincial Guvohun nts , and wlicte Any dispute uripcs Ngarding 
any such clcetion it shall be referred to thil Trovincial Government concerned whose 
decision shall be final. 

) Other ( lections under that sub -section sliull be conducted in the pres . 
oribed runner, and where any dispute wises regarding any such election it Akall 
be referred to the Central Government whose decision shall be final. 

6 . Term of office and casual vacanoies . - (1) Subjout to the provisions 
of this section , an elected or nominated member , other than a horninatod Providont, 
shall hold office for a term of tive years from the dato of his clection or Lomination 
or until his successor has boen duly elected or noininated , a hichever is longer . 

( 2 ) An elected or nominated member may at any timo rosign his menubership 
by writing under his hand addressed to the President , and the seat of such member 
shall thereupon become vacant . 

(3 ) An elected or nominated member shall be deemed to have vacated his seat 
if he is absent without excube sufficient in the opinion of the Council from three 
consecutive mectings of the Council where the interval between the first and third 
of tho said meotinys exceeds six months . 

( 1 ) A casual vacancy in the Council shall be filled by frcah election or nomina 
tion , as the cuse may be, and the person elected or nominated to fill the vacanoy 
shall hold office only for tho remainder of the term for which the momber whose 
place ho takes was elected or nominated . 

(5) Members of the Council yhall be eligible for ro -election or re-nomination , 

(6 ) Members of the Council beiny Provincial Directors of Public Health should 
be deemed to be nominatel members for the purposes of this section . 

— I ) The Council shall hold its first meeting at suoh time and 
place as may be appointed by the President, and thereafter the Council shall fout 
at such time and place as may be appointed by the Council 

(2 ) Until otherwise prescribed , ten members of tho Coucoil shall form a quan 
and all the acts of the Council shall bo decided by a majority of the momla 18 07 :10 
and voting . 

8 . Omcars, committees and servants of the Council. ) The Secretary of 
the Council (who may also , if it is deemed expedient by the Council , act as Treasurer ) 
shall, for throc years from tho first constítution of the Council, bo a person 
appointed by tho Central Government and shall hold office during the 
pleasure of the Central Government .

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9 . The trecutive Committee . - ( 1) The Executive Committee shall consist 
of nine members, of whom seven shall be elected by the Council from among ito 
members . 

(2 ) The President and Vice -President of the Council shall be members ox 
officio of the Exeoutive Committee , and shall be President and Vice -President, 
rospectively , of that Committee . 

(3 ) In addition to the powers and duties oonferred and imposed upon it by this 
Aot, the Erootive Committee shall exercise and discharge such powong and duties 
ng the Council may confer or imposo upon it by any regulations which may be mado 
In this behalf . 

10 . Recognition of quallications. - (1) For the purposes of this Aot, the 
qualifications included in the Schedule shall be recognibed qualifications , and the 
qualifications included in Part II of the schedule shall be recognised higher 
qualifications. 

( 2 ) Any authority within the Provinces of India which , being recognised by 
the Provincial Government for the purpose of granting any qualification , grants 
a qualification in general nursing , midwifery , health visiting or public health 
Durging, not included in the Schedule may apply to the Council to have such 
qualification recognised , and the Council may declare that such qualification , or 
Buch qualification only when granted after a specified date , shall be a recognised 
qualification for the purposes of this Act . 

(3 ) The Council may enter into negotiations with any authority in any State 
or country outside the Provinces of India which by the law of such State or 
country is entrusted with the maintenance of a register of nurses , midwives or 
health visitors , for the settling of a scheme of reciprocity for the recognition of 
qualifications, and in pursuance of any such scheme the Council may declare 
that a qualification granted by any authority in any such State or country, or 
Buch qualification only when granted after a specified date , shall be a recognised 
qualification for the purposes of this Act : 

Provided that no declaration shall be made under this sub- section in respect 
of any qualification unless by the law and practice of the State or country in 
which the qualification is granted personş domiciled or originating in any Pro 
vince of India and holding qualifications recognised under this Act are permitted 
to enter and practise the nursing profession in that State or country : 
Provided further that 

(1) any reciprocal arrangements subsisting at the date of the commence 
ment of this Act between a Provincial Council and any authority outside 
India for the recognition of qualifications shall , unless the Council docidos 
otherwise , continue in foroe, and 

( ii ) any qualification granted by an authority in any Indian State and 
racognised on the said clate by a Provincial Council shnll continue to be a 
recognised qualification for the purpose of registration in the Province unm 

the expiry of three years from the said dute , or until a scheme of reciprocity 
· is concluded by the Council under this sub -section with tho Authority 

concerned , whichever is oarlier. 

(4 ) The provisions of sub -sections ( 2 ) and ( 3) and of sections 14 and 15 ghafl 
apply mutatis mutandis to the , declaration by the Council of a qualification 
granted in respect of post- certificate nursing training as a recognised higher 
qualification . 

11. Effect of recognition .-- Notwithstanding anything contained in any other 
law , --- 

(a ) any recognised qualification shall be a sufficient qualification for 
enrolment in any Provincial register ; 
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(c) any person tion entered As a suppelled, and after the Salification in 


(b ) no person shall, after the date of the commencement of this Act , 
be entitled to be enrolled in any Provincial register as a nurse , midwite , 
health visitor, or public health nurse unless he or she holds a recognised 
qualification : 

Provided that any person already enrolled in any Provincial register 
before the said dute may continue to be so enrolled notwithstanding that he 
or she may not hold a recognised qualification : 

Provided further that any person who was immediately before the said 
date entitled to be enrolled in any Provincial register but was not so en 
rolled shall, on application made in this behalf before the expiry of two 
years from the said dute be ontitled to be enrollod in that register ; 

(c) any person holding a recognised higher qualification shall be entitled 
to have the qualification entered 88 & supplementary qualification in any Pro 
vincial register in which he or she is enrolled , and after the said dato no 
person shall be entitled to have entered as a supplementary qualification in 
any Provincial rogister any qualification which is not a recognised higher 
qualification , 

12 . Powor to require information as to courses of study and training and 
examinations. Every authority in any Province of India which grants & recog . 
niged qualification or a recognised higher qualification shall furnish such informa 
- tion as the Council may , from time to time, require as to the courses of study 
and training and examinations to be undergone in order to obtain guch qualifica 
tion , as to the ages at which such courses of study and examinations are required 
to be undergone and such qualifications conferred , and generally all to the 
requisites for obtaining such qualification . 

19 . Inspections . - ( 1) The Executive Committee may appoint such number 
of inspectors as it deems necessary to inspect any institution recognised as a 
training institution , and to attend examinations held for the purpose of granting 
any recognised qualification or recognised higher qualification , 

(2) Inspectors appointed under this section shall report to the Executive Com 
mittee on the suitability of the institution for the purposes of training and on the 
adequacy of the training therein , or as the cage may be , on the sufficiency of the 
•xaminatione. 

( 3 ) The Executive Committee shall forward a copy of such report to the 
authority or institution concerned , and shall also forward copies , with the 
romarks, if any , of the authority or institution concerned thereon , to the Central 
Government and to the Provincial Government and Provincial Council of the 
Province in which the authority or institution in situated . 

14 . Withdrawal of recognition – ( 1) Wbcn , upon report by the Executive 
Committee , it appears to the Council - 

(a ) that the courses of study and training and the examinations to be 
gone through in order to obtain a recognised qualification from any authority 
in any Province of Indin , or the conditions for admission to such courses or 
the standards of proficiency required from the candidates at such examina 
tions are pot in conformity with the regulations made under this Act or 
fall short of the staudards required thereby, or 

(b ) that an institution recognised by a Provincial Counil for the training 
of nurses , midwives or health visitors does not satisfy the requirements of 

the Council , - 
the Council may send to the Government of the Province in which the authority 
or institution , as the case may bo , is situated a statement to such effect , and the 
Provincial Government shall forward it , along with such remarks as it may think 
fit to the authority or institution concerned and, in a case referred to in clause (6 ) 
to the Provincial Council algo , with an intimation of the period within which the 
Authority or institution may submit its explanation to the Provincial Government.

(2 ) On the receipt of the explanalion or, where no explanntion is submitted 
within the period fixed , then on the expiry of the period , thet l rovincial Govern 
ment shall mako its recommendations to the Council.

Aot No. XLIX or 1947 . 
An Act to confer certain powers in respect of premises in the province of Delhi. 

WHEREAS by reason of the shortage of accommodation in the Province of 
Delhi an emergency has arisen which makes it necessary to confer powers to 
requisition proinises and to evict from Government premises persons continuing 
without authority to occupy those premises ; 

It is hereby enacted as follows :-- - 

1. Short title , extent and commencement. - ( 1) This Act may be called the 
Delhi Premises (Roquisition and Eviction ) Act , 1947 . 

(2 ) It extends to the Notified Aren of the Civil Station (Delhi), to New Delhi 
and to Kurolbagh area . The Central Governmont may by notification in the 
official Gazette extend this Act to such other area or areas in the Province of 
Delhi as may be specified therein . 

( 3 ) It shall como into force at once . 

( 4 ) It shall remain in force till the 31st day of December, 1949, but the 
Centrul ( tovernment may hy notification in the official Gazette extend it for 
& further period of one year. 

2 . Interpretation . In this Act, unless there is anything repugnant in the 
subject or context, -- 
(a ) " compensation " includes — 

(i) rent payable in respect of the premises requisitioned under this Act, 
( ii) damages for any injury to the premises, 
(ii) expenses on account of vacating or re -oooupying the premises conse 

quent on requisition and de -requisition , 
(iv ) pecuniary loss due to requisitioning ; 
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(b ) " competent authority means the Estate Officer to the Government of 
India , and includes any other person authorised by the Contral Government by 
notification in the official Gazette to perform all or any of the functions of 
competent authority under this Act : 

Provided that in respect of any function performable after the making of an 
order under sub -section (1 ) of section 3 or sub - section ( 1) of section 8 , references 
to the competent authority shall be construed as reforences to the competent 
authority making that order ; 

(C ) " landlord " has the meaning assigned to it in the Delhi and Ajmer 
Merwara Rent Control Act, 1947 ( XIX of 1947) ; 
(d ) " premises " means any building or part of a building and includes -- 
(i) tho gardon , grounds and outhouses , if any , appertaining to such build 

ing or part of a building , 
(ii) any furniture supplied by the landlord for use in such building or part 

of a building , and 
(iii ) any fittings affixed to such building or part of building for more 

beneficial enjoyment thereof ; 
(e ) " public purpoan " menns any purpose which is so declared by rules made 
under this Act ; 

( f) “ tenant " meang any person by whom or on whọge account rent is payable 
Lor any premises and includes every person for the time being deriving title under 

tenant and also every person remaining in possession of the premises lessed 
to him after the termination of the lease . 

3 . Power to Requisition . — ( 1) Whenever it appears to the competent author 
ity that any premises is needed or is likely to be needed for any public purpose 
it shall be lawfu ] for him or for ny other person , either generally or specially 
authorized by such authority in this behalf , after due notice to enter upon and 
inspect such preiniges for the purpose of determining whether and if so , in what 
manner an order under this section shall be mude in relation to such premisos 
or with a view to securing complianco with any order mado under this Act. 

(2 ) The competent authority, with a view to requisition any premises 
under this sub -section , may by an order 
( a ) require any person to furnish to such authority as may be specified 

in the order such information in his possession relating to the 

premigos as may be so specified ; 
(b ) direct that the landlord , occupier or person in possession of the 

premises shall not without the permission of the competent 

authority dispose of or structurally alter the premises . 
(3) Where the competent authority decidus that it is necessary to requisition 
the prinigus for any public purpose he shall call upon the landlord and the 
tenant or the person in possession by notice in writing to show 011180 within 
seven days why tho premises should not bo requisitioned . 

(4 ) If after considering the cause if any , shown by the landlord or the tenant 
or the person in possession the competent authority is satisfied that it is neces 
sary to requisition the promisos for any public purpose he may, make an order 
in writing to that offect : 

Provided that where & landlord or tenant is using any premises for the repl. 
dence of himself or his family the competent authority sball As far as possible 
provide alternative accommodation which in the opinion of the competent author 
Ity is suitable . 
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(5 ) A notice under sub -section (3 ) and an order under sub -section (4 ) shall 
be served on the lan Nord And where the notice or the order relatos to premises 
in occupation of the tenant also on such tenant by delivering or tendering to 
such landlord and dennat a copy of the notice and the order . But where the 
landloril or tenant is not readily trnreable and the notico nnd the order cannot 
be served without undue delay or where ownorabin of the premises is in dispute 
the notice and the order shall ho trvel hy publishing it in the official Gazette 
and by affiving a copy thereof to any conspicuous part of the premises to which 
it relates 

4 . Exclusion of certain premises from requ sitioning . – Nothing in section 
B sbull ernpower the competent authority to requisition premiges which are 
exclusively used for the purpose of religious worship or which are in ure for a 
school, orpbanuge, or trospital 

5 . Appeal. -- Any person aggrieved by on Order of Requisition my, within 
geven days from the date on which it is commiiniented to him , appen ] from such 
order to the ( hira Comunissioner , Delli, on the ground that the provisiona of 
ths Act relating to requisitioning huve not been complied with . 

6 . Power to order vacation of premises . - ( 1 ) Where the compotent authority 
requisitiis auy proniisos under this Act , he may hy notice in writing order the 
existing tenant or Occupier, if any, to vai-ute the premisos within ten dava of 
the receipt of the notice .

at the oqit on of the Central Government he void : 

l rovided that if thee injury is crossioneel by the strongful act or default of

9 . Release from requisition . — ( 7) Where any premisus ruyu sitioncd under 
this Act are to be ruloased from such requisition , the competent authority may , 
after such inquiry if nny is he may in any page considor it Dacessary to make , 
specify luy order in writing this perxv11 to whom possession of the premises 
shall be given . 

The delivery of possession of the premises to the person specified in 
An order under sub -nection ( 1 ) shall he & full discharge of tho Central Govern 
ment from all liabilities in rospect of the premises, but shall not prcjud ce any 
rights in respect of the premises which any other person may be entitled by 
due process of law to enforce against the person to whom possession is given .

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(2 ) Any person aggrieved by an order under sub -section ( 1) may within 
geven days of the receipt thereof appeal in writing to the Chief Commissioner , 
who may , nfter calling for A report from the competent authority and after 
making such further inquiry , if any, as he thinks fit , pass an order determining 
the appeal. 

(3) Action may be taken under this section whether or not any proceedings 
for possession are pending in respect of the premises , and upon such action 
being taken the anid proceedings shall forthwith he vacated , 

12 . Power to make rules. — (1) The Central Government may , by notification 
in the officinl Gazette, make rules for carrying out the purposes of this Aot. 

( 2 ) Without prejudice to the generality of the power conferred by Bub 
section ( 1), rules made thereunder may provide for 

(a ) the procedure to be followed in arbitrations and appeals under section 7 ; 

(b ) the principles to be followed in apportioning the costs of proceedings 
before the arbitrator and on appeal under section 7 ;

(d) for defining what are public purposes ;

(1) the manner of service of notices and orders. 

18. Saving as to orders . - (1) Except as otherwise provided for in this Act 
no order made in exercise of any power conferred by or under this Aot shall 
be called in question in any Court. 

( 2 ) Where an order purports to have been made and signed by any authority 
in exercise of uny power conferred by or under this Aot, a Court shall pre 
sumo, within the meaning of the Indian Evidence Act, 1872 (I of 1872), that 
such order was so made by that authority . 

14 . Protection of action taken under this Act. - (1) No suit, prosecution or 
other legul proceeding shall lie against any person for anything which is in 
good faith done or intended to be done in pursuance of this Act or any order 
made thereunder . 

(2 ) Save as is otherwise expressly provided in this Act , no suit or other legal 
proccoding shall lie ugainst the Central Government for any damage 
caused or likely to be caused by anything in good faith done or intended to be 
done in pursuunce of this Act or any order made thereunder . 

18 . Application of other laws not barred . - ( 1) The provisions of this Aot 
shall be in addition to and not in derogation of the provisions of the Delhi and 
Ajmer-Murwara Rent Control Act, 1947 ( XIX of 1947 ). 

( % ) The provisions of this Act shall have effect notwithstanding anything 
contained in any other luw or in any instrument having effect by virtue of any 
other law .

An Act to amend the Delhi and Ajmer -Merwara Rent Control Act , 1947 


WHEREAS it is expedient to amend the Delhi and Ajmer -Merwara Rent Con 
trol Act, 1947 (XIX of 1947), for the purposes hereinafter appearing ; 

It is hereby enacted as follows :-- 

1 . Short title . - - This Act may be called the Delhi and Ajmer-Merwara Rent

4 . In fixing tho standard rent the Rent Controller shall tako into consider 
ation all the circumstances of the 41sc including utiy amount paid or to be paid 
by the tenant by way of premium or any other like sum in addition to rent, 

6 . No. tenant holding any newly constructed premises under an existing 
lengo or on terms otherwise agreed to between the tenant and the landlord, ghuli 
be required as a rosult of fixation of the standard rent to pay a rate of rent higher 
than that fixed in the leuse or otherwise agreod to during the currency of an 
existing lease or an extension thereof, unless the tenant has agreed to some 
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addlin , innprovenent or ulturation being called out in such premises on the 
understanding that he would pay lugher rent and such bigher rent is previously 
or at any pubsequent time approved by the Rent Controller . 

. l1 at any time after the standard rent of any newly ( ritruitmed promises 
has been cleturnined under paragraph 2 it appears to the lient l ontroller that 
subsequent to wh detormination some addition , improvement or alteration , 
not inclurred in necessary repairs or repairs usually made to premises in that 
locality has been made to such premises at the landlord s cxpense , the lent 
Controller Day, iftar making such inquiry as he thinks fit , redeterinine the 
standard rent thereof: 

Provided that any increuse in the standard rent allowed under this paragraph 
shall not exceed 77 por cent . of the cost of the addition , improvement or alter 
ation and shall not be chargeable with effect from any date ourlier than the 
date on which the uddition , improvement or alteration was completed . 

7. For the purposes of an inquiry under paragraphe 2 , 5 and 6 , the Pent 
Controller may 

(u ) reyuire the landlord to produce any book of account, docuinent or other 
information relating to the newly constructed promises , 

(b ) enter and inspect such premises after due notice , and 

(c) authorise any officur subordinate to him to enter and inspect such pre 
mises after due notice . 

8 . The standard rent shall in all cases be fixed by the Rent Controller as for 
a tenancy of twelve months: 

Provided that where any newly constructed premises , the standard rent of 
which is fixed under this purugraph , in let or l e -let for a period of less thau 
twelve inontha , the standard rent for such tenancy shall bear the same propor 
tion to the annual standard rent as the period of tienancy bears to twelve months : 

Provided hurther that where such premises were mo let or rc -let by rea801 
of the tennut being unwilling to take the same for twelve months , the standard 
rent for suih tenancy shall be determined in accordance with the principlos lad 
down in the third Schedule . 

9 . If any dispute arises between & landlord and a tenant over the applica 
tion of paragraph 8 , the matter inay be referred by either party to the Rent 
Controller for decision who shall state in writing h s reasons therefor. 

10 . When the standard rent uf any newly constructed promjgue has been 
determined 

(a ) the landlord , or any person acting or purporting to act on behalf of the 
landlord , shall not claim or receive in consideration of the grant, renewal or 
continuance of a tenancy of Auch premises any premium , advance or other 
like sum in addition to rent or any rent in excess of the standard rent; 

( 6 ) any agreement for the payment of rent in excess of the standard rent 
shall be null and void in respect of such excess only ; 

( c ) any agreement for the payment of any premium , advance or any likc sura 
1 addition to rent shall be null and void ; 

( d ) any cum in excess of the standard rent and any premium , advance o 
any like bum in addition to the rent paid , whether before or after the coming 
into operation of this paragraph in respect of such preriges shall be refunded 
to the person by whom it was paid or at the option of such person otherwise 
Adjusted , 


. 
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11 . Any person gravel hy ui order of the Rent Controller may , within 
thirty days Iroin the dute on which the oriler in rummuniented to him , appeal 
to the District Judgy , Delhi. "

An Aot to provide for the Salaries of Ministéts . 
WHEREAs it is expedient to provide for the salaries of the Ministers of the 
Dopinion of India and for matters convected therowith ; 

It is hereby enacted as follows : 

1 . Short title and commencemont . - ( 1 ) This Act may be called the Salaries 
of Ministers Act, 1947. 

( 2) It shall come into force on the first day of January , 1948 . 
2 . Doinitions . In this Act, the 
(a ) -Minister " means a Minister of the Dominion of India ; 

( b ) " regidorce " includes the staff quarters and other buildings appurtemand 
thereto , and the gardens thereof; 
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( 0) " maintenance " in relation to a residence includes the payment of local 
rates and taxes and the provision of electricity and water . 

3 . Salaries and allowancos of Ministers. — With effeot from the date on which 
this Act comes into force there shall be paid to each Minister a salary of three 
thousand rupees por monsom , and & Bumptuary allowance of five hundred 
rupees per mon86m . 

4 . Residences of Ministers .- - ( 1) Each Minister shall be entitled , without 
payment of rent, to the use of 

(a ) & fully furnished residence in New Delhi throughout his term of office 
and for a period of fifteen days immediately thereafter, and 

(b ) a fully furnished residence in Simla for such period or periods during the 
summer season of each year as the Governor General may by general or special 
order determine, 
and no charge shall fall on the Minister personally in respeot of the maintenance 
of either residence . 

(2) Nothing in this section shall apply in respect of the use and occupation 
by any Minister of residences in New Delhi or Simla before the date on which 
this Act comes into force .
